New York, March I t — The Army 
and Navy Ifegiilcr Friilay said: 
“Certain evidence gathered by the 
court at Havana Iisn co:nc in semi- 
utllcial form to the president from 
memliers of the lumnl. This infor- 
matioii ha.M been in the hands of the 
pre.sident since Sunday and ha.s serv- 
ed as the occasion fur unusual activ- 
ity during the past week. The* in- 
fonnation is that the Maine was 
dcstroyeil by a government subma- 
rine mine piai.U-il in llavaua hartior 
and flelilierately exploded. The 
Maine wa.s purpiwely moored in the 
vicinity of tlie mine ami the explo- 
sion occurred at a moment when tlie 
ship had aecn opportunely curried ljy 
wind and tide directly over the mine. 

“These facts have I’ccn written 
almiit in dispatches from Ilav.ma, 
Madrid and Washington, and among 
the varied statements ma-le the actual 
conditions have liecn touchctl upon, 
but nothing authoritatively has lieen 
permitted to cscu|>e from the court. 
That h(Mly is understcHsI to have com- 
pleted their work, but nothiug is 
likely to lie olllciuliy prumulgiilcl re- 
garding the findings (or a week or 
more.
